Promoters Rickard and Gleason of 
the big fight were completely taken by 
surprise. They had no whisper of the 
Gévernor’s intended action until the 
letter was published, When the news 
feached him Rickard rushed to _of- 
fice of Gen. Webb and asked wh 
official to do. After & on- 
ference with Webb, Rickard said that 
he believed the fight would be held 
in San Francisco ud on the adver- 
tised date despite the Governor's or- 
ders.

PROBABLE COURSE. 

Because of this, it is believed that 
Webb will apply for a writ of man- 
damus before the State's highest tri- 
bunal, thus bringing all parties before 
that body tor a hearing and secur- 
ing a temporary writ of injunction 
pending 2 decision. 

By this step he would avoid delay, 
since the promoters would have no 
appeal if judgment were rendered 
against them.

fight still remains a felony.” 

Therefore, the question arises, what 
is a prize fight, and what is a sparring 
exhibition? The former is a crime, 
the latter is lawful. It is claimed by 
many that the contest “to take place 
between Jeffries and Johnson is to be 
A prize fight, as that term is under- 
stood in the law, and is, therefore, a 
crime under our statutes.” 

If this is true it should be prevent- 

ed, but if carried out the interested 
pafties should be punished as provid- 
ed by law. 
1 believe that you should investi- 
gate the matter at once and take 
such Jegal steps as may be proper in 
your judgment, if warranted by the 
facts, in presenting the case te the 
court for its decision and ask to have 
all interested parties enjoined pend- 
ing the hearing. 

Our Supreme Court has never de- 
fined a prize fight, and I believe that 
an opportunity should be given it to 
Ge so. Since the amendment of the 
law in 1899, permitting “sparring ex- 
hibitions,” prize fighting under the 
guise of this amendment has greatly 
increased and has been tolerated in 
California until today our State is the 
mecca of prize fighters, much to our 
discredit.

WASHINGTON, June 15.—The move 


to stop the  Jeffries-Johnson prize 
fight is believed in Washington to 
have hed its origin in a telegram 
Representative Bennett (Republican) 
of New York sent to William R. 
Wheeler, president of the San Fran- 
cisco Chamber of Commerce, on 
May 28. 

The telegram was to the effect that 
the moral sentiment of the country 
was so opposed to the fight. that, un- 


favorable action on the resolution 
now before it naming San Francisco 
as the place for, holding the interna; 
tiona! celebration of the opening of 
the Panama Canal. . 

Mr. Bennett is a member of the 
‘Foreign Affairs Committee of the 
House that has the exposition résolu- 
tion under consideration. He recently 
received a telegram from San Fran- 
cisco asking his support of the reso- 
lution for the San Francisco fair. He 
replied as above. + 

When informed today that Gov. 
Gillett had moved to call off the fight, 


sald: 

“Prize fighting is prohibited by law 
in my State, and in most States. The 
sentiment of thé country is, 1 believe, 
strongly opposed to such exhibitions:” 

In response to his telegram, Mr. 
Bennett received one from Mr. 
Wheeler, which said: 

“Please urge your committee that 
the public-spirited citizens promoting 
the San Francisco exposition, and 
people generally interested therein, 
are not favorable to the Jeffries- 
son fight. Undoubtedly the ma- 
jority of our people are opposed to 
the fight. It would de decidedly un- 
just to consider the latter proposition 
in connection with the former.”

VEILED CLUBS 
WHACK DIXON. 


Arrests Planned Without the 
Captai n Knowledge. 


Raid Thought to Be Part of 
Plot Against Him. 


Apparent Effort to Blacken 
Police Official. 


Police circles were sent away up in 
the air yesterday by the developments 
in the case of the six women ‘arrested 
the evening before on charges of keep- 
ing disorderly houses. 

The ball was opened by the publica-

tion in an afternoon paper of an in- 
terview, in which Capt. E. E. Dixon 
Was quoted as sayirg that the raid 
had been organized by his political en- 
emies in an effort to “job” him out of 
his position. 

Chief Galloway declines to discuss 
the published article, but gave out a 
terse interview in which he stated un- 
equivocally that there was no politics 
in raid and that the responsibil- 
ity for the fact that the houses in 
question were allowed to run was to 
be placed at the door of the captain 
in command of the Central Station. 

A long conference was held behind 
closed doors, in which the participants 
were the Chief, Capt. Dixon, Detective 
Captain Flammer, a lawyer and a 
mysterious woman, the names of 
neither of whom were given out. 

Late in the day, an attorney rep- 
resenting the woman arrested called 
at the Chief's office, but he was denied 
admision. 

Fifteen hundred dollars, of which 
. $500 was in gold and the remainder in 
paper, was handed to the desk ser- 
geant as bail for three of the women, 
who were released. ; 

The office of the District Attorney 
was watched all day, but when it 
closed no complaint had been issued 
against any of the women, all of 
whom had been sitting in the dock of 
the Police Court, awaiting trial, for 
about two hours in the morning. 

DENIED BY DIXON. 

Capt. Dixon denied the interview 
mentioned, and the reporter who wrote 
t. when himself interviewed, declared 
he would make affidavit to the correct- 
ness of the article the captain de- 
nied. 

It was known all over the Central 
Station that the raid of the evening 
before had been onganized without the 
knowledge of the commanding captain, 
and the arrival of this official, as well 
as the trial of the women who had 
been held under such heavy bail, was 
8 watched with considerable inter- 
est. 

The curious found little satisfaction 


ever. He plunged into the day's busi- 
ness and never had any time to see 
any newspaper men until nearly noon. 

The women prisoners were brought 
to the Police Court at the same time 
as the drunks and other misdemeanor 
offenders. At 10 o'clock the prelimin- 
ary examination of a man charged with 
burglary was called, and the women 
were hustled back into the jail. The 
case was almost forgotten and every- 
body was wondering vaguely what had 
become of the complaints. Each of the 
Deputy District Attorneys was asked 
about the matter, and each smiled 
pleasantly and said he had had no ap- 
plication for a complaint. 

Then began the series of visits and 
conferences, and the outsiders passed 
from vaguely wondering to downright 
restlessness, sniffing something big in 
the air. 

The appearance of the alleged Dixon 
interview was the first thunderclap of 
the storm. 

“I know nothing, gentlemen, about 
the statements this paper puts in the 
mouth of Capt. Dixon,” said the Chief. 
His attention was caled to the fact 
that the paper stated that the houses 
had been reopened since the change 
was made in the personnel of the plain- 
clothes squad for the purpose of injur- 
ing him politically. ‘rhe Chief's blue 
eyes snapped. 

“RUNNING ALL ALONG.” 

“I will tell you this,” he said. These 
houses have been running all along. 
The district in which they are is. pa 
trolled by a private watchman. This 
private watchman is Sam Solomon. 
Capt. Dixon is the officer in command 
of the Central Station. Solomon is 
Dixon's friend.” 

“Will you say why the raid was or- 
ganized without Capt. Dixon's know- 
ledge?” he was askew. 

“No,” he replied slowly, eyeing the 
questioner steadily. .“I cannot answer 
that question in any way. I always 
try to abide by the manual, ob- 
serving ev rule. cannot discuss a 
police official with newspaper men, no 
matter what others may do.” His 
voice was almost caressing as he spoke 
the last words. 

When asked about the matter, Capt. 
Dixon earnestly denied any knowledge 
of the running of bawdy heuses in 
Solomon's district. He would not say 
much beyond contradi¢ting the after- 
noon interview, but his voice and man- 
ner said clearly that Dixon, known as 
the most formidable fighter in the de- 
partment, is preparing for a struggle 
that wil make all his previous efforts 
look as tame as so many games of ping

LOS ANGELES ATTORNEY NOW IN 
RACE AGAINST WORKS. 


Makes Statement as to His Atti- 
tude on Some Questions of the Day. 
Is a Regular Republican, in Line 
With Taft—Says Espee Should Be 
Kept Out of Politics. 


Edwin A. Meserve of Los’ Angeles 
formally announced last evening that, 
he had decided to enter the field tor 
the Republican nomination for United 
States Senator. | 

Mr. Meserve has been for many 
years prominent at the bar and in the 
affairs of the Republican party, both 
locally and in the State; and he has 
a large circle of friends as well as of 
political acquaintances. Mr. Meserve 
said last evening that he had received 
assurances of support from many 
friends who had urged him to enter 
the race. He made the following state- 
ment as to his attitude: 

“I believe that political parties are 
absolutely necessary to the successful 
operation of republican forms of gov- 
ernment. I am a Republican, proud 
of the history and achievements of 
the Republican party and thoroughly 
believe that today it is the party that 
should be entrusted with the contro! 
of the affairs of this State and of the 
nation.

LIQUOR MUST 
BE DECLARED.

Internal Revenue Collector 
Makes Decision. 


No More Maple Syrup Booze 
for “Dry” Towns. 
Corporation Excise Tax Is 
Being Collected. 


The custom of shipping “wet goods” 
disguised as malted milk or maple 
syrup to prohibition communities has 
received a decided set-back through a 
decision rendered yesterday by Claude 
Furker, internal revenue collector for 
this district. In construing th law 
the subject, Parker takes the posi- 
tion that a liquor house cannot desig- 
nate the intoxicants upon the bill of 
lading as some innocuous beverage, 
though the packages bear a label in- 
dicative of their fictitious contents. 

This opinion, which will be enforced 
in this district, is backed by no less 
an authority than ex-Atty.-Gen. Taft, 
father of the President, who rendered 
a comprehensive opinion in 1876 in a 
similar case. 

The law plainly implies that dealers 
have no right to introduce their liquors 
into a prohibition community under 
false pretenses. But dealers have 
been -accustomed to sending packages 
in boxes which only bore the name 
and address of the consignee. By Par- 
ker's decision, mislabeling the product 
upon, the bill of lading or manifest 
renders the goods liable to seizure and 
the dealers liable to prosecution. 

In other words, the internal revenue 
collector takes the broad position that 
liquor men have no right to deceive 
the authorities by shipping intoxicants 
to towns which prohibit their sale. 

DECISION ACADEMIC. 

If beer or whisky ls shipped to near- 
by prohibition towns with the label 
plainly showing what the package con- 
tains, it is easy to forecast what will 
happen to the shipment when the town 
authorities locate it. Parker is no ex- 
tremist. He ha sno quarrel with tne 
liquor interests and his decision is. 
purely academic. A lawyer by pro- 
fezsion, Parker is making a specialty 
of the revenue law, and has compiled 
for his own use a series of decisions 
bearing upon mooted points which 
‘arise within the scope of his duties. 

Several months ago he detected an 
evasion of the law which had been 
going on for years. The proprietor of 
a winery which was concealing some 
of his output of brandy in order to es- 
cape paying the revenue tax, was 
taken in hand by the officers and his 
illegal goods seized. Since then local 
merchants report increased gales of 
California brandy, showing that the 
illegal sale of brandy upon which no 
tax has been paid, has almost if not 
entirely ceased. 

From new until July 1, the office of 
the internal revenue collector will be 
crowded with liquor men, druggists 
and others who have to pay an an- 
nual tax for the privilege of nsing 
liquors. 

Wholesalers nave to pay an annual 
license fee of $100; most of the others 


are taxed $25. Altogether there are 


about 3500 persons in this district who 
are liable for this tax. Every person, 
who handles alcohol in any form, 
whether for medicinal purposes or as 
a beverage, has to pay. 
LOOKING FOR REVENUE. 

The license does not stand as a guar- 
antee of the moral qualities of tne per- 
son paying the fee. Fhe government is 
looking for revenue. At the same time, 
the person taxed has to fiil out a com- 
prehensive blank and swear to the 
truth of the statements made. If any 
of the statements are afterward found 
to be untrue, the person may be pros- 
ecuted by the Federal authorities. 

In addition to the thousands of dol- 
lars of liquor money which has begun 
to pour into the treasury of the inter- 
hal revenue collector, Parker is making 
rapid headway in collecting the corpo- 
ration excise tax. A little more than 
$200,000 is due from the corporations 
within this district. Only those having 
u net income of more than a year 
are liable to this tax. 

In getting the reports as required by 
law, this district was one of the few 
in the country to get tnem all in on 
time. Parker received the commenda- 
tion of his chief when he went to 
Wash on a few weeks ago. “I do not 
take any credit for this good snow- 
ing.“ Parker modestly said yesterday. 
“] attribute our success largely to the 
publicity given the subject by the lo- 
cal press. In no other section of the 
country did the newspapers take up the 
question in so tnorough a manner as in 
Los Angeles.” 

MUCH IS COLLECTED. 

So far about $60,000 has been collect- 
ed. The corporations have until July 1 
to make their contributions to the 
treasury of Uncle Sam. After that. 
date a penalty of 5 per cent. is added 
to the sum due. After that the penaity 
is at the rate of 1 aor cent. a month 
until the tax is paid. 

About 1500 out of 6600 corporations in 
the district are liable to the tax. 

Many corporations have been holding 
off hoping that the United States Su- 
preme Court would render an opinion 
adverse to tne legality of the tax. But 
this opinion—whatever it may be—will 
probably not be rendered until fall. It 
would therefore seem wise to pay the 
tax, the collector says and if the law. 
is declaréd unconstitutional a refund 
will be made. But if the law is de- 
clared constitutional, the corporations 
withholding payment will be Mable for 
all the accrued penalties. 

Parker does not want checks. He 
likes the payments in gold or nice 
greenbacks of large enominations. 
Certified checks will be accepted, how- 
ever, in some instances, but personal 
checks will not be taken. Inasmuca 
as the collector is liable for all checks, 
he doesn’t want to take chances.

President Baer added to the excite- 
ment by stating that gifts of money, 
heretofore unanno have been 
received, 


the money will be used in beginning’ 


the construction of the buildings of 
a “Greater Occidental,” and that 
ground will be broken for grading the 
campus within sixty days. + 

He also announced for the first time 
that the donors of the larger’ portion 
of the seventy-five acres of the cam- 
pus are members of a syndicate head- 
ed by W. A. Roberts, James G. Garth, 
S. MeGray, and Ralph Rogers. The 
Edwards & Wider Co. gave three 
acres, and ten acres were purchased. 
The whole is valued at $150,000, and 
with the gifts of money have increased 
the assets of the college by about 
$300,000 during the past year. 

The firm.of Hunt 4 Gray, archi- 
tects, have working on the plans 
for the new buildings for some tim 
and the preliminary sketches 
nearly completed. The plans call for 
the eventual erection of eighteen 
buildings, and the architects stated 
yesterday that $100,000 will be spent 
in construction within one year. All 
the buildings will be of reinforced 
concrete and will be absolutely fire- 
preot. The administration . building 
will be 709x250 feet; two dormitories, 
eacn 40x150 feet, and a science hall, 
60x17 feet. These will be construct 
first and will each be two stories n 
height. 

As previously announced, Occidental 
has become an undenominational col- 
lege, and the college and academic de- 
partments “have been segregated. Dr. 
Baer announced yesterday that he has 
expectations of removing the academy 
into the present Hall of Letters, and 
later disposing of the old property for 


‘the benefit of the new buildings, but 


he intimated that, in order to accom- 
plish this, some good friends will have 
to be raised up to make it financially 
possible, as the property facing on 
Pasadena avenue is much more val- 
unable, and will prove a much greater 
source of income to the new opera- 
tions. For the present, no on of 
the old campus will be disposed of, 
but will be retained until later on, 


and meantime a campaign will be ag- 


gressively pushed to secure the re- 
maining $200,000 of the half-million 
desired, so that the funds may be in 
hand before the building operations 
actually begin.

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When Inner Harbor Gas Company le 
Absorbed by the Edison New Plant 
and Receivers Will Be Built. 
Thousands Watch Baby Elephant 
Take Salt Water Bath. 


LONG BEACH, June 15.—With the 
ratification by two-thirds of the stock- 
holders of the Long Beach Inner Har- 
bor Gas Company, the merger with 
the Edison Company, which has heen 
under negotiation for several weeks, 
will in a few days become a fact. 
The two companies will operate un- 
der one corporation, to be known as 
the Long Beach Consolidated Gas 
Company, with a capital stock of $1,- 
500,000, of which $500,000 is preferred. 

As Inner Harbor stock has for two 
or three years been a burden to pos- 
sessors by reason of recurring assess- 
ments, there is nd reason to doubt that 
the merging with a strong company 
will be readily assented to, even though 
the new stock is taken in less pro- 
portion. 

When negotiations began with the 
Edison people it was with the agree- 
ment that the property values and 
volume of business of each company 
should be considered, and that be- 
tween the two ratios thus found a 
mean should be established on which 
basis stock in the co lidated com- 
pany would be issued. As a result 
of this stockholders of the Edison 
Company wiil receive 63 per cent. par 
Value of new company stock, and the 
Inner Harbor people N per cent. The 
The Edison will receive $165,000 in 
bonds, $85,000 preferred stock and $425,- 
% common stock, while the Inner 
Harbor receives for its properties 
$135,000 in bonds and $250,000 common 
stock, the ‘remainder of the stocks 
and bonds to remain in the treasury of 
the new company.
